is almost invariably implied rallier than 
direct, but it stands out clearly in the 
work as a whole. 
I he iss.k is very 
evidently intended by tie* author ax un 
exposition of the financial policy of 
the Republican party, wile Ii lo a great 
extent is his own, aud alani! Die cnten­ 
sive and elalsirate history of American 
finances is woven anecdote aud per­ 
sonal reminiscences 
I iwing Ut the cioxe association 
of 
Mr. Alterman and Jam es A < .ardeid, 
the 
criticism 
in 
regard to 
the 
nomination of the latter for pre-ident 
of the United Mates is perb ai* one of 
the most striking feature* of tile l>ook. 
The author, while carefully avoiding a 
direel charge of treachery on the part 
of the ex-president, very significantly 
makes it plain that Mr. Garfield was 
nominated at a convention to which lie 
had gone as the trusted leader of the 
Sherm an for.hjs 
A fter showing by 
th* publication of private letters, cov­ 
ering a period of years of close political 
ami personal association, that .Sir. G ar­ 
field was in reality his political pro­ 
tege, Mr. Sherman gives in detail the 
history of the national convention of 
1880 
Following the account of his 
owu struggle for the nomination, lie 
says: 
“ In tim* I became thoroughly ad­ 
vised of w hat occurred at the V Indigo 
convention and innl become entirely 
reconciled to the result, though fre­ 
quently afterw ard I heard incidents 
aud details which occasioned me great 
pain ami which seemed lo establish the 
w aul at sincerity on the part of some of 
the delegates, and tended to show thui 
for some time before the Bi cling of 
the convention the nom inal on of (.a r­ 
nold had is<en agreed upon 
The sting felt by GariieJd's defection 
in tsso is shown by a sentim ent ox 
pressed during the disc lins iou of tile 
national convention of I SHJ, where the 
senator remarks. 
“ From later devel­ 
opments, I became satisfied that H arri­ 
son could not be elected; that i'iutt aud 
u powerful New York influence would 
defeut him if nominated. 
I therefore 
preferred I he nomination of a new mail. 
such as William McKinley, but he had 
comm itted himself to Harrison, unit, 
according to my code of honor, could 
not accept a nomination, even if ten­ 
dered him ." 
W hen it was remembered tiiat Blains 
wa# also a candidate for the presidency 
before the convention that nominated 
Garfield, tim significance of the follow­ 
ing explanation on the part ut Senator 
Sherm an of wily lie was not reap­ 
pointed by President Garfield as secre­ 
tary of the treasury is readily under­ 
stood: 
••In the latter part of November, isho, 
General Garfield came to W ashington 
and called upon Mr. Blame, who, it 
was understood, was to be secretary of 
state 
Garfield came 
to my bouse 
shortly from Blaine s and informed me 
tiiat lie had tendered thai odic# to 
Blume, and tiiat it wus accept d. 
lie 
said th at Blaine thought 
it would 
not 
la1 
politic to continue as sec­ 
retary of the treasury, us it would be 
regarded as an unfriendly discrim ina­ 
tion by other member* ot Hayes’ cabi­ 
net. 
i promptly replied that I agreed 
with the opinion of Blame, aud was a 
candidate for the senate." 
Again the author reverts to the C hi­ 
cago convention iii discussing the char­ 
acter of President Gartield. 
t if his per­ 
sonality and eloquence he speaks iii the 
highest terms. His will power, lie says, 
was not up to his personal magnetism 
lie adds that his opinion changed easi­ 
ly. 
In this connect ion he say- 
‘When 
I proposed to him to Lie a delegate at 
large to the Chicago convention he no 
doubt meant it in good faith to support 
my nom ination." 
Bomethmg of the political scheming 
that again resulted iii the del cat of the 
ohio statesman in the national conven­ 
tion of I bbs aud brought about Hie 
nom ination of ex-Presideut Harrison 
can easily lie read between the hues in 
that part of the work devoted to this 
struggle. 
In discussing the re-ult Mr. 
bheriuuu says that lie became satisfied 
thai one delegate from Now ) ork con­ 
trolled the whole delegation from that 
state, aud between .saturday night, 
when the nom mat ion seemed certain to 
go to Kherman, and Mnuday morning, 
when the tide turned in favor of Har­ 
rison, a corrupt bargain was made in 
the interests of the latter, winch se­ 
cured him the supjKirt of New York 
aud gave him tile nomination 
Con­ 
tinuing, the author states in fairness 
to the ex president: "It is to the credit 
of General Harrison to say that I the 
reputed bargain was made it was w ith­ 
out his consent at Hie tim e.” 
’ On the eve of another national cam­ 
paign in which ex-Prosident Harrison 
is expected to figure prom inently, Mr. 
Sherm an does not hesitate to state that 
in MJliJjh© did uot consider t a nsou a 
strong candidate. 
To his cold aud ab­ 
rupt m anner he attributes his uuiMipu- 
lanty at that time. 
Spa> m is devoted by the author to au 
account of the im portant events of 
each adm inistration, 
in this connec­ 
tion Mr. Sherman lays bare many of 
tbs jealousies, political bickerings and 
clash of ambitious that disturb the 
harm ony of the party in power.
